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the study of medicine we have learned much; most of all that 
there is much yet to be learned. Within this volume we have 
tried to recreate a part of our experiences to hold with us through 
the years of practice ahead; that we are eternal students of med- 


icine.

ANTHONY F. DEPALMA, who was caught by the photog- 
rapher in a period of comparative calm in the picture on 
the page opposite, tells how in his early youth, he dis- 
dained other forms of transportation to run to school from 
22nd and Locust to 63rd and Girard, a matter of some 
five miles. As far as we know, he’s been running ever since. 
Today, however, this pace is maintained with the help of 
a 1950 Oldsmobile driven at close to breakneck speed 
between Philadelphia General, Methodist, and Jefferson 
hospitals, and his office where he usually sees 60 patients 
in an afternoon. 








AFTER THE UNIversity of Maryland he entered Jefferson 
in 1925. Here he applied himself so assiduously that his 
roommate, (Dr. Mario Costallo) would invariably have 
to procure the evening snack so that ‘‘Dip’s’’ studying 
would be uninterrupted. On a night off, however, only 
the hardiest reveler could keep up with Tony. 










INTERNSHIP AT PHILADELPHIA General was followed by a 
successful though brief general practice. A feeling of 
inadequacy in the field of trauma sent him, probably at a 
dead run, to Trenton and a residency at the New Jersey 
Orthopedic Hospital. In 1942, he left a thriving practice 
including five hospital affiliations to serve as chief ortho- 
pedie surgeon at Parris Island and then aboard the U.S.S. 
Rixey where he got first crack at casualties in several 
major Pacific operations. 













IN THE SIX SHORT years since his return to Jefferson, Dr. D. 
has been appointed full professor, attained national recogni- 
tion in research, authored several papers and a book, and 
established himself as a leader in his field. But the man 
we will always remember will be Tony, a teacher and 
friend who carried to his work an infectious enthusiasm 
and patient understanding that has made our relationship 
with him a most pleasureable experience.

ONE OF THE distinctions that Jefferson has 
always enjoyed as a medical college is the 
thoroughness of its clinical training. A small 
hospital was established in conjunction with 
the College in the first year of its operation. 
It is believed to be the first hospital in the 
United States to be owned and operated by 
a medical college. 

Jefferson Medical College Hospital has be- 
come the largest voluntary hospital in Penn- 
sylvania and through the Curtis Clinic serves 
the largest number of outpatients. Despite its 
present size, however, the hospital’s beds are 
always occupied and the waiting list ranges 
from 500 to 800 constantly. 

This growth has been apparent for years. 
Some of the contributing factors are: the 
increase in population, more confidence in hos- 
pitals and a greater use of their facilities 
by all segments of the population ; concentra- 
tion of scientific equipment and personnel, 
affording doctors more precise diagnoses; 
trained nursing care and medical attention 
twenty-four hours a day; the ability of 
doctors to provide more attention to more 
patients; hospital insurance plans, coupled 
with full employment at high wages, and 
smaller homes with most of the family work- 
ing, leaving little space for acute illness and 
nobody to nurse the patient. 

When the Thompson Annex was opened in 
1924, Jefferson’s annual admissions numbered 
9,429. Rising steadily, they reached a total of 
21,316 in 1951, an increase of 125%. The 
increase in patients has brought a concurrent 
strain on laboratories, operating rooms, radio- 
logic services and all other facilities. 

Foreseeing the necessity for expansion, Jef- 
ferson’s trustees have acquired parcels of 
land, over a period of twenty-five years, on 
Eleventh Street in the block between Sansom 
and Walnut, adjoining the present buildings. 

Now under construction on this property 
is a new fourteen-story hospital building 
which will be one of the most modern in the 


United States. It will cost about $6,000,000. A 
public goal of $4,500,000 has been set because 
about $1,500,000 in institutional funds is 
available for this project, if necessary. The 
trustees have accepted a quota of $1,000,000 
as their share of the goal and the medical 
staff and faculty set their goal at $675,000, 
the highest amount ever undertaken by a 
hospital staff and representing 15% of the 
total goal. More than 80% of this amount was 
subseribed in the first few weeks of the self- 
conducted campaign of the staff and faculty, 
a remarkable example of loyalty to Jefferson 
and a great stimulus to public appreciation 
of Jefferson’s services to the community, the 

state, and the nation. 


In the new building one floor will be 
devoted to the radiographic laboratories, one 
floor to clinical laboratories, two floors to 
surgery with fourteen operating rooms, and 
one floor to gynecological and obstetrical serv- 
ices. The hospital’s architect, Vincent G. 
Kling, who has designed other Philadelphia 
hospitals, says that these facilities will be 
unsurpassed. 


The entrance floor of the new building will 
contain admitting offices, information desk, a 
lounge and lockers for doctors, the Gift Shop, 
lunch room, and other facilities suited to this 
floor. 


Above the technical floors are seven nursing 
floors providing some 300 additional beds 
which will permit Jefferson to admit approxi- 
mately 8,500 more patients annually. The 
fourteenth floor will be a roof terrace. 


Clinton Street will be closed off and closed 
corridors will connect the new building with 
Thompson Annex which, along with the main 
hospital, will undergo some alterations to 
integrate it with services in the new structure. 

The new building will devote the tenth 
floor to the Maternity Department, restoring 
to the College the teaching floor now occupied 
by this crowded department. 





WITH THE ADDITION of this new 300-bed pavilion, occupying the block on Eleventh 
Street between Sansom and Walnut, Jefferson Medical College Hospital ranks as one of the 
largest in the nation. Corridors across Clinton Street connect the new building with 


Thompson Annex, 


Observation galleries for Jefferson students 
have been provided in several operating 
rooms. Removal of these rooms from the old 
Main Hospital will permit more class and 
demonstration rooms in the old building. The 
radiological and clinical laboratories will 
enhance the teaching facilities for students, 
interns and residents. 

With approximately 1,100 beds, exclusive 
of those at Barton Memorial and White 





Haven Sanatorium, Jefferson Medical College 
Hospital will rank among the top three or 
four hospitals in the United States. Hospitals 
of this size, integrated with a medical college, 
attract the most eminent members of the med- 
ical profession, provide more cases for clini- 
cal teaching, concentrate more scientific equip- 
ment, and serve a wider area than community 
hospitals lacking the advantages of a great 
medical center.

THE COLLEGE LIBRARY, founded in 1898, 
and containing over 30,000 volumes plus 
more than 500 journals currently re- 
ceived, is said to be the largest collection 
of medical literature in Philadelphia be- 
tween the Schuylkill and Delaware 
Rivers on Walnut Street. Many private 
collections are now possessed by the Li- 
brary, among which is the Bland collec- 
tion of over 4,000 volumes which in- 
eludes the only known Philadelphia copy 
of The Girdle of Chastity, by Dingwall.

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Davip M. Davis was born in Buffalo, N. Y., in 1886, was educated in the public 
schools there, at Princeton University, and the Medical School of Johns Hopkins 
picking up Phi Beta Kappa and Alpha Omega Alpha keys along the way. After 
a year of internship at the Baltimore City Hospital, he became Assistant in 
Pathology at Hopkins for two years (19138-1914), and then Pathologist and 
Director of Research of the Brady Urological Institute (1914-1917). In this 
period he was Associate Editor of the Journal of Urology at the time of its 
foundation (1917). 

The outbreak of the war in 1914 found Dr. D. studying chemistry in Munich. 
In 1915 he served as Bacteriologist to the American Ambulance Hospital at 
Neuilly-sur-Seine, France. After attending the Citizens Training Camp at 
Plattsburg, N. Y., he was sent abroad as First Lieutenant in the Medical Corps 
where he served for two years, at first attached to the British Army and later 
with the A.E.F., and rose to the rank of Major. 

Back at the Brady Institute he spent a year in research on the gonococcus, 
completed a residency in Urology and then spent two years preparing the manu- 
script of the ‘‘Practice of Urology’’ of which he is co-author with Hugh H. 
Young. In 1924 he was appointed Head of Urology at the New Medical School 
of the University of Rochester where he organized the department. In 1928 he 
resigned to return to Baltimore. In 1930 he went to Phoenix, Arizona, where 
he practiced until 1935 when he was ealled to Jefferson. 

At this time the Department of Genito-Urinary Diseases became known as the 
Department of Urology, and with Dr. Davis’ appointment a new era was ushered 
in. The system of teaching was modified by the gradual reduction of didactic 
lectures and the introduction of instruction in small groups with emphasis on 
student participation. Quiz sessions were always memorable occasions, the 
Master assuming an authoritative stance at the front of the room wielding a 
long pointer to designate his victims and verbally fencing with a skillful mix- 
ture of invective and cajolery until the point was driven home. 

Dr. Davis’ many contributions to the field. of Urology in general and the 
department at Jefferson in particular are too numerous to cite here, but the 
keenness of mind and intellectual integrity exemplified by his teaching have 
been sources of stimulation that Jefferson can ill afford to lose.

We learned the art . . . Became Seniors. 
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“<Tattle black sheep who have lost our way...”’ 


Ir was SEPTEMBER 11, 1948, The beery strains 
of the Wiffenpoof song and the dire warnings 
from potential fraternity brothers of an en- 
suing fate worse than death were still ringing 
in our ears and did little to assuage our feel- 
ings of apprehension as we climbed the steps 
of the Daniel Baugh Institute. The world we 
were leaving was little more secure than that 
we were entering. It was the fifth month of 
the Berlin blockade, Truman was starting 
westward after ‘‘giving-em-hell’’ in Toledo, 
while Dewey was ‘‘as good as elected,’’ and 
the Indians, Yankees, and Red Sox were in a 


three-way tie forthe American league pennant. 


We were indeed little black sheep. Why did 
we want to be doctors, we were asked, and as 
we lost ourselves in posterior triangle of the 
neck this seemed to be a very good question. 
Dr. Bennett had a habit of asking questions. 
‘Why don’t you know, doctah?’’ was a favor- 
ite. After that one it was a positive relief to 
hear Dr. Ramsay suavely discuss a subtle in- 
vagination of the ectoderm. A fading memory. 
affords only an occasional glimpse now... . 
Dr. Michels (whom we took to be the janitor 
the first day), rotating the gut... a breath- 
less and almost interminable dissertation by 
Dr. Bates . . . long October afternoons spent 


in anticipation of 6 p.m. and a couple of quick 





beers at Chassey’s (they were on the house the 
first week — remember?). We were still on the 
head and neck when Cleveland took the series 
from the Braves, and we had just gotten to 
the thorax when Truman made liars of the ex- 
perts and was relaxing in Key West by the 
time we had gotten to the abdomen. 

The pace quickened after the holidays — 
there was that last frenzied scramble down the 
lower extremity — and then finals. China was 
collapsing, a new nation, Israel, was being 
created, atomic bombs were exploding at Bi- 
kini — but of these things we were only dimly 
aware. The lymphatic drainage of the breast, 
the course of the lingual nerve, 22-12-11, de- 
velopment of the urogenital ridge, crypts of 
Lieverkuhn—these and hundreds of other bits 
of information swirled in a jumbled confu- 
sion and swept all other thoughts from our 
minds. Somehow we were able to sort and 
arrange these things with a semblance of order 
in the tense, inhospitable atmosphere of the 
final exam. Three weeks later had taken neu- 
roanatomy more or less in stride emerging 
with mixed feelings of accomplishment (so 
much was forgotten already), and even 
greater respect for Dr. Bennett. 
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Then came a brief, lost weekend, and the 
opening of the second half-year. This was not 
so bad, except that such matters as the Krebs 
Cycle, Henderson-Hasselbach equation, en- 
tero-hepatic circulation, and many other mani- 
festations of the modus operandi of the human 
organism kept coming to our attention. The 
midterm exam represented a rude awakening 
to those of us who had yielded to the soporific 
effect of the warm spring afternoons and Dr. 
Cantarow’s lectures. After a few weeks we 
were accustomed to the laboratory routine — 
hunt the reagents, get the experiment done, 
and fudge the results. 

The other half of the double feature was 
Physiology. If the whole year had been as 
tough as Wagman’s opening lectures on neu- 
rophysiology, there would have been blood on 
the saddle for sure. We were delighted to 
learn that the brightness of a deep shade in 
the woods at night was 0.0000005 foot-lam- 
berts. Dr. Thomas’ calm, solid lectures, the 
backbone of the course, came after that. Later 
in the year the department unveiled its secret 
weapon — Dr. Friedman, who conducted us 
through the bowels of the bowels. His jokes 





were worth a small fortune in pithed frogs. 
Not everybody knows (or cares), as much as 
he about mastication, or the cubic capacity of 
the human appendix. Dr. Conley pleased all 
by mimeographing his notes on aviation medi- 
eine. Dr. Crider shone as brightly as always. 
In the physiology laboratory it was always a 
question as to which would be finished first — 
the experiment or the animal. We experi- 
mented on ourselves, too. The instructions 
would say, with quiet humor, ‘‘ With a blunt 
instrument touch the back of the pharynx. 
Describe the responses—from a safe dis- 
tance.’’ By the time finals came Cortisone had 
taken the spotlight as the latest wonder drug, 
and Rita Hayworth had got her Khan in 
Paris, showing that she too was still making 
her way through life. 

We spent the summer in approximately 150 
different ways. The Berlin airlift ended in 
victory, but at home the Hiss-Chambers con- 
troversy and the Coplon trial revealed a cer- 
tain amount of dry rot in the ship of state. 
As the fall term began, Truman announced 
that the Russians had the bomb, and the world 
felt a little uneasier. 





with his ‘‘continental.”’ accent while telling of 
his series of one case of status thymicolym- 
phaticus. Dr. Stasny endeared himself to 
everyone with his linguistic difficulties and by 
being such a thoroughly nice guy. To be re- 
membered with equal affection is the picture 
of Colonel Davy Morgan, with the red-brown 
hair sharply demarcated from the surround- 
ing gray, extracting another specimen from 
the crock, and starting off the discussion with 
those immortal words — ‘‘Now today, boys.’’ 
Later in the year came the hunt for misprints 
(‘‘metaphysies of the long bones’’) in Her- 
but’s Surgical Pathology. 
At the same time we began our exploration 
of the Lilliputian world of Pasteur, Koch, and 
-Goodner. We have not the space to go into all 
of Dr. Goodner’s attributes — world traveler, 
friend of man, raconteur, philosopher, man 
against death. His laboratory was ‘‘not just 
a convenient place to follow ‘cook-book’ direc- 
tions under supervision,’’ but ‘‘a friendly and 
informal meeting ground where problems can 
be discussed with more experienced persons.’’ 
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“‘There’s along, long trail a-winding ... 


With the rushing parties out of the way, we 
tackled the year that was supposed to be the 
toughest. Dr. Herbut’s pathology lectures 

were planned as thoroughly as a well-run post 
mortem. Most. of the lesions were large or 
small, hard or soft, and might assume almost 
any color. The nuclei were large and pale or 
small and dark, and could be round, square, 
or pretzel-shaped. By the time the course was 
finished he had given us a stack of notes as 
thick as the telephone directory of a second- 
class city. In the laboratory each had his own 
instinetive rules for distinguishing the slides. 
If it looked like a gland and had concretions, 
it was prostate; if it seemed to answer no par- 
ticular description it was probably bronchi- 
ectasis. We recall Dr. Bricker’s masterful 
dissertation on optics when he discovered the 
paper placed in his microscope three weeks 
before by big Joe McCloskey who later in the 
year gave his own remarkable lecture on the 
wrath of Pouchke. Dr. Lieber charmed all 
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Some of the problems we discussed were the 
bacteriology of a cake of ice and the probable 
state of Santa Claus’ serology. Dr. Sawitz 
delighted us with tales of the more intimate 
aspects of the life of an intestinal fluke and 
the bold meanderings of the Dracunculus 
medinensis. And our first lectures in physical 
diagnosis by Dr. Charr reminded us that some 
day we would be allowed to practice on warm- 
blooded, breathing, human patients. 

More of us were able to watch the series 
that fall—television had really arrived—and 
the Yankees re-established an old habit by 
winning it from the Dodgers in five games. 

In February the ‘‘Missouri’’ went aground 
in the Chesapeake,. while we floundered on the 
rocks and shoals of Pharmacology. We learned 
about the calabar bean, Pilocarpus jaborandi, 
ouabain, priscol, and yohimbin from Dr. 
Gruber. For one plant, Nicotiana tabacum, 
Dr. Gruber had no use whatever. He had 
known Perry Burger, who had caused a rattle- 
snake to stiffen and die with a well-aimed jet 
of tobacco juice, and then there was Fred 
Dietz, another slave to Lady Nicotine, who 
eame to an untimely end while straining at 
stool. Rabbits who smoked got arteriosclerosis 








(rabbits shouldn’t smoke, anyway), and be- 
sides, smoking is only a depraved form of fire 
worship. Gruber kept us up to date on the 
labors of Gilligan, Gonigle, and Blumgart, not 
to mention that reliable quartet of Gold, 
Quint, Ott, and Fox. We also remember the 
laboratory talks, punctuated by the sounds 
that rabbits make when they are being rabbits. 

Dr. Hodges kept us toeing the mark in his 
Clinical Laboratory course. We learned what 
it is like to be on the receiving end of a veni- 
puncture, and that swallowing a Rehfuss tube 
is not as easy as Dr. Adams tried to demon- 
strate it was. A jot of Neuropathology pain- 
lessly administered by Dr. Forster and a tittle 
of Psychiatry from Dr. Keyes rounded out the 
term. 

Once exams were out of the way we had 
reached the point halfway to our goal, with a 
wonderful summer to look forward to. But 
the distant future seemed to grow constantly 
darker. Scientists wondered whether radio- 
active dusts from a hydrogen bomb might de- 
stroy life on Earth, and on June 25th the 38th 
parallel was violated by 75,000 North Ko- 
reans. Soon our troops were in action; the cold 
war had become febrile. 
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““Oh, we will sing... of Lydia Pinkham... 


Somewhere along the line Jefferson had 
taken an Admiral on board. From his paneled, 
deep-carpeted, brand new bridge he was soon 
issuing directives to the maintenance staff for 
a clean sweepdown, fore and aft. The brass 
fixtures in the College were polished daily. 
True to the traditions of the sea, even the 
heads did not escape his attention. As the fall 
term opened he predicted dire consequences 
for the assembled student body if the R.O.T.C. 
enrollment did not increase. -At that time the 
U.N. forces, crowded into the Pusan -beach- 
head, were about to break out in a drive to the 
north. 

We were introduced to the semi-block sys- 
tem that was the rule in the last two years — 
clinics and the various services in the morn- 
ing, and lectures in the afternoon. In his 
Thursday pit, which for seniors represented 
another form of ‘‘periodic disease,’’ Dr. Rei- 
mann established a high standard of academic 
medicine. To the student who was so careless 
as to say, ‘‘You get a fever,’’ would come the 
acrimonious reply, ‘‘Z don’t get a fever.’’ 
Though sometimes accused of therapeutic 


nihilism, Dr. Reimann would not deny the 
value of a mustard plaster and whiskey for 
simple respiratory ailments. During one of 
our Tropical Medicine lectures we were re- 
minded to keep one eye peeled for hemoglabin- 
uria in the month of March. Early in the year 
came those soporific sessions with soothe ’em 
or shock ’em Schmidt. 

In October the Yankees swept the series 
from the Fightin’ Phillies, who had captured 
the pennant on the very last day of the season. 
On November Ist a Puerto Rican nationalist 
tried to kill the President, but Truman sur- 
vived to write that ornery letter to the Wash- 
ington Post critic who had panned Margaret’s 
singing. On the 24th the U.N. forces who had 
been mopping up the North Koreans were 
suddenly faced with hordes of Chinese Reds 
pouring across the Yalu river, and after some 
desperate fighting around the Chanjin reser- 
voir were soon forced back to the 38th 
parallel. 





















The Obstetrics lectures introduced us to Dr. 
T. L. Montgomery’s calm, unhurried staff. 
We learned that there are some things that 
should not be rushed — better sit down and 
smoke another cigar than to use forceps too 
soon. Dr. Castallo, the Little Flower, pro- 
vided the entertainment, demonstrating how 
to jam an inverted uterus back into place with 
a sweep of his clenched fist and using his old 
Homberg hat routine to illustrate the mechan- 
isms of delivery. Few will forget the anxious 
moments spent on the old freight elevator be- 
tween the 3rd and 14th floors exhorting our 
patients to ‘‘pant like a little puppy-dog.”’ 
Uncle Lou Scheffey was the mainstay of the 
Gyne team that was currently scoring a 47% 
cure rate in carcinoma of the cervix. 

In our Surgery pits we heard for the first 
time those deathless words, ‘‘Now, stop right 
there, Dr. Manges. I have asked this patient 
to come down because he brings us a very im- 
portant message.’’ Whereupon Tom the Great 
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would pound the tiles several times with his 
left hand. Similarly, the words ‘‘Where are 
we now, Mervine?’’ could have been spoken 
only by Dr. Lemmon. On the Applied Anat- 
omy service we tried valiantly to sew the 
aponeurosis of the external oblique down to 
the shelving margin of Poupart’s ligament, 
using the original instruments and needles 
employed by the Army surgeons at the Battle 
of Antietam. Then there was the hectic night 
before the final when the exam questions 
didn’t come through until 9 p.m. 

Among other courses, there was Urology — 
Dr. Davis’ final year. We marveled at the de- 
partment’s flowmeter, that would have de- 
lighted Rube Goldberg, and the keenness of 
mind and sharpness of wit that characterized 
our retiring professor. Dr. Bauer extolled the 
virtues of the Kiddie-Koop and steel shanked 
shoes. For pneumonia, we were to prescribe 
rest, potassium citrate, brandy, and, to please 
the parents, a little penicillin. Dr. Decker’s 
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Dermatology had us trying to name the au- 
thor of ‘‘Journeys into Divers Places,’’ and 
to expound on the significance of E = mec?. In 
Proctology clinic we learned how to use the 
proctoscope and smoke a cigar at the same 
time without getting ashes into the field. Dr. 
Haskell’s final was a dream come true; if you 
didn’t understand a question Dr. Haskell 
would explain it by giving you the answer. 

As all fouled-up things must, our third year 
came to an end. That spring we had watched 
the greatest show yet on television, the 
Kefauver hearings. The operations of bookies, 
basketball fixes, and West Point scandal were 
said to mark the general deterioration of the 
country’s moral fiber. In April the dismissal 
of General MacArthur gave rise to a month of 
parades and receptions, and a memorable 
speech before Congress that gave Vaughn 
Monroe a fresh hit song—‘‘Old Soldiers Never 
Die.’’ 





That summer more of us had to work, be- 
cause more of us were married and many of 
us had given a convincing demonstration of 
fertility. In July, a Douglas Skyrocket set 
a new record of 1300 miles an hour and a re- 
modeled V-2 rocket carried five monkeys 135 
miles into the stratosphere while back on earth 
man continued his ancient struggle against 
himself on the bloody ground of ‘‘ Heartbreak 
Ridge.”’ 


““T’ll be seeing you

We had to return for classes late in August, 
as Jefferson’s first Disaster Course reared its 
ugly head. For two weeks we were bombarded 
with high velocity verbiage, which alternately 
horrified and sedated us. We studied heat, 
blast, and radiation, and were baffled by such 
concepts as ‘‘spin’’ and ‘‘secular equilib- 
rium.’’ If we remembered nothing else, Dr. 
Eberhart wanted it understood that the course 
was not his idea. 
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After that was over, we got down to busi- 
ness. In many respects the final year was 
much like the preceding one, except that it 
seemed to pass much more rapidly. One of the 
more memorable moments came early in De- 
cember when, out of an apparently clear sky, 
Dr. Reimann announced his resignation. The 
somewhat contradictory rumors quickly made 
the rounds. There were tales of intrigue, clan- 
destine meetings, and mass resignations, but 
efforts of reconciliation the clash of personali- 
ties was too great. The department carried on 
under the quadrumvirate of Rehfuss, Duncan, 
Tocantins, and Jones. The Thursday pits 
promptly became less entertaining if not less 
informative than before. 

That fall the Yankees kept right on win- 
ning, this time from the Giants in six.games. 
On October 25th Churchill made his come- 
back, and a few weeks later the Democrats 
took over City Hall for the first time in 72 


years. 


When Dr. Shallow was at a loss for words 
he could always have projected that slide of 
the relations of the gall bladder and pancreas. 
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There was the day when Dr. Manges caught 
the plastic fish on the pointer and his boss had 
to cut it down for him. We felt that the Ob.- 
Gyne Sunrise Service was expendable but the 
clinic work in those departments was well 
worth while. Dr. Swenson made it clear that 
he did not want to be known as an ‘‘X-ray 
man’’ because, ‘‘ You wouldn’t eall an intern- 
ist a medicine man.’’ Tony DePalma showed 
us how to handle the orthopedic patient, espe- 
cially the young ones, and Dr. Gibbon set a 
high standard of what a surgeon should be. 

In February, the man who made ordinari- 
ness shine, King George, died suddenly in his 
sleep. A few weeks later, an old landmark, the 
Clinton Hotel, was gutted by fire while a new 
one began to take shape as pile drivers and 
shovels started work on Jefferson’s 300 bed 
addition. March the 17th we gathered some- 
what nervously in the auditorium to learn how 
our internship fate had been sealed by the 
highly controversial I.B.M. machine. 

From the first beer at Chassey’s to the last 
pin-ball game at Lyle’s it has been a memor- 
able four years. Although the future is un- 
certain, it is possible to predict with reason- 
able certainty that there will be another 
presidential election in the fall. From here it 
looks like Taft, Ike, or Kefauver. Presidents 
come and go, but a doctor goes on until he has 
had one coronary too many. 
And now we must be going.

THE PURPOSES OF THE BAUER Society are 1) to stimulate interest in Pediatrics 
and provide students with supplemental sources of information, and 2) to 
preserve a place in the medical profession for breast feeding, wneanned baby 
food, tea enemas, and the Republican Party. Meetings are held the second 
Tuesday of each month at the Nu Sigma Nu House. First on the order of 
business is the reading of the scripture by Brother Fulton Lewis Jr., from 7 :00 
to 7:15 (WIP). After the fourfold amen, Dr. Bauer introduces the guest 
speaker of the evening. The lecture follows, after which open discussion ensues. 
The problem discussed is usually inter-related with pediatrics and some other 
specialty so as to afford the student a point of view which could not otherwise 
be made available. 

Since its origin in 1915, the Pediatrie Society has been one of the more active 
organizations at Jefferson. The effects of the recent municipal elections on the 
Society remain to be seen.

On Ferpruary 12, 1951, A NEW SOCIETY WAS CREATED at Jefferson; 237 members 
of all classes joined in ratifying the constitution of the Student American 
Medical Association, and thus became charter members of a new, nation-wide 

* student organization. Students in over half of the country’s medical schools 
organized similar societies at the same time. 

The objects of the organization are to advance the profession of medicine, 
to contribute to the welfare and education of medical students, to familiarize 
its members with the purposes and ideals of organized medicine, and to prepare 
its members to meet the social, moral, and ethical obligations of the profession 


The Jefferson society adopted as its primary goal that of helping the medical 
student to solve some of the problems he faces or will face in medical school, 


selection of an internship, post-graduate training, and early years of practice. 
The society has begun its efforts to reach this goal through a planned program 
of speakers and committee activities. As succeeding years pass, and new mem- 
bers have opportunity to expand the projects and contribute new ideas, the 
organization will undoubtedly grow correspondingly in value to medical students 


at Jefferson. 


Legislative policy of the national organization is formed by annual delegates 
from each medical school to the House of Delegates of the Student A.M.A. The 
local society may also turn for aid and advice to the county and state medical 
societies, for which purpose advisors have been appointed. 

Student support during the early months of the organization’s life has been 
considerable, and has been especially appreciated by those charged with the 
responsibility of advancing the society from a promise to an actuality.

In 1924 THERE WAS A BANDING TOGETHER of 22 medical students who felt that 
the lighter side of life should not be completely subjugated to the rigors of a 
medical education. They formed a group that had the simple premise of pro- 
moting good fellowship and sociability among themselves .. . and thus conceived 
Kappa Beta Phi Social Fraternity. Growing and prospering through the vears, 
in this function, it has become one of the larger and more active groups in the 
College, making up its membership with students from the junior and senior 
classes. 

In 1933, as an outgrowth of its social activity, Kappa Beta Phi, under the 
euidanee of Dr. Eli Saleeby, sponsored the first all college formal function in 
the annual Black and Blue Dance. It has been mainly through the efforts of 
Dr. Saleeby, who has been our active and conscientious Grand Swipe since 1938, 
that the proceeds from the Black and Blue have been directed to a useful 
channel, the Kappa Beta Phi Student Aid Fund, which was instituted in 1940 
with the approval of the Board of Trustees of the College.
